Ike Could 
Use Some Luck 


The President returns to Wash- 
ington rested physically, if bored 
mentally with enforced inactivity 
ig which he always 
has found oner- 
ous. 

In Washington 
he will come 
face to face with 
one of the most 
difficult party 
problems any 
President has 
faced in ‘recent 
, years. The Re- 
publican program is in grave 
jeopardy. It presently is deserted 
by many GOP members of Con- 
gress who should be supporting it. 

In a large sense, it is an Ameri- 
can crisis. It is vital that there be 
voted a substantial foreign aid 
program as proposed. The recip- 
rocal trade agreement must be 
extended. To do otherwise would 
help a few industries but would 
hurt many more. 

The nation is in a recession. 
The upturn may not become vis- 
ible before fall. This may cause 
the more vocal protectionists to 
carry the day, sacrificing the fu- 
ture for the sake of present dis- 
tress, or panic. 

Nor is this all. 

It is quite possible that the 
spring may see the first great 
wave of nationally corrosive 
strikes. The President has been 
lucky. It is not without reason 
that the phrase “‘Ike’s luck” has 
become a part of the story of his 
presidential years. 

He is the first President in this 
century not to have had to cope 
with a major crisis in industrial 
relations. If strikes in automobiles 
and other large segments of the 
national economy do come, then 
there may be some eating of 
words, 


Labor Disputes 


The administration is on record 
as saying it does not regard labor 
disputes as being something with 
which the White House must di- 
rectly deal. This was a natural, 
partisan reaction against Harry 
Truman's several wrestling bouts 
with John L. Lewis and Steel. But 
if the troubles come and are not 
otherwise resolved, the President 
will find them in his hands, no 
matter what he thinks, wishes, 
or believes. 

Mr. Eisenhower's popularity 
with the people stems in part 
from the fact that he was not, 
and is not, a politician . . . as the 
average American has come to 
understand that word. But this 
also is a serious weakness. The 
presidency is a political office. If 
the nation becomes paralyzed, or 
nearly so, by bitterly prolonged 
strikes, Mr. Eisenhower will of 
necessity be required to deal with 
them as the President. 

So, it is that a return visit by 
Lady Luck would be very helpful 
to the President. One of the specu- 
lations among political writers is 
whether or not “Ike’s dice have 
grown cold.” 


Russian Sputniks 


At the time the two Russian 
sputniks were whirling in an orbit 
in the skies, they also were or- 
biting inside American skulls. The 
President’s prestige was at its 
lowest ebb. Success of the Jupiter 
was a return of good luck. The 
Democrats no longer found U.S. 
failure with satellites a sound 
subject. The people’s tensions 
eased. 

But recession is something else. 
It is quite true inflation is the 
real danger insofar as long-range 
thinking is concerned. But the 
men who are out of work do not 
think in long-range terms. They 
not only don’t consider it, they 
resent those who try to make 
them do so. They see only the 
monthly installment notices, the 
emptying cupboard. They want 
action. The American people ex- 
pect our system to provide a com- 
fortable living. And, indeed, it 
better had do so. If it doesn’t, 
then the people will change it.

Leftist Gets Cuban Rebels Kidnap 
Argentina’s World Racing Champ

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 23 # — 
Leftist lawyer Arturo Frondizi to- 
day won the 6-year presidential 
term in Argentina’s first free elec- 


tion since Juan D. Peron’s dic-’ 


tatorship. 
It looked like a landslide. 
Shortly before midnight unoffi- 
cial tallies gave Frondizi, who 
ran with Peron’s blessing, 662,552 


to 392,505 for his moderate oppo- 
nent, Ricardo Balbin. 


Peronista supporters abandoned 
blank ballot protest tactics and 
swung their vote to give Frondizi 
an apparent smashing victory. 

Frondizi’s triumph was _indi- 
cated when he took an early lead 
in the federal capital and in 
Buenos Aires Province, Balbin’s 
home province. 

His lead widened as the count- 
ing continued. 

Official tallies lagged behind, 
but confirmed the trend and the 
fact that the Peronists were voting 
for him.

No one in Kuwait at first be- 
lieved the story of Al Haj Nassir 
bin Alin bin Omran, and maybe

But he has convinced Mayor 
Sayid Yusuf bin Sayid Mafurz of 
his native village of Sar and just 
about everyone on Bahrain. 
They'll all turn out to welcome 
Haj Nassir when he arrives from 
Kuwait tomorrow. 

Haj Nassir was believed to have 
perished when a storm wrecked 
the Bahrain pearling fleet in 1925. 
His two small sons grew to man- 
hood thinking him dead. 

A telegram to Mayor Yusuf 
from Kuwait authorities said Haj 
Nassir was rescued by a small 
boat from an island in the gulf 
midway between the Arabian and 
Persian coastlines. 

“I saw many ships sailing past, 
but I was never able to attract 
attention,”’ the telegram quoted 
him as saying. 

*“‘My only food was grass, sea- 
weed and fish which I caught with 
a net I made from grass.” 

He was naked when picked up. 
Mayor Yusuf said he remembered 
Haj Nassir well. 

“I was myself with the pearl- 
ing fleet at the time,” he said. 
“Haj Nassir and two others were 
swept into the sea from the boat 
next to mine. 

“One body was recovered. We 
presumed that the other two 


drowned.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (p—Sec- 
retary of Labor Mitchell said to- 
day he believes the administration 
will recommend a tax cut if un- 


employment continues to rise next 
month. 


He said he would favor a tax 
cut under such circumstances. He 
added that this view is a consen- 
sus of all members of President 
Eisenhower's cabinet. 

Simultaneously, Treasury Secre- 
tary Robert B. Anderson, the 
President’ top adviser on tax 
legislation, said the Treasury has 
the question of a tax cut “under 
constant study and review.”’ 


NO PACKAGE 


But he said he had not yet pre- 
pared any “‘package’’ proposal for 
a tax reduction. 

The statements by Mitchell and 
Anderson came as the Commerce 
Department reported that the 
value of the production of goods 
and services dropped nearly 2 per 
cent in the last three months of 
1957. 

But the department said the 
total output for the full year—the 
so-called gross national product— 
reached a record $434,500,000,000. 
This was 5 per cent higher than 
in 1956. 


BACK OPTIMISM 


Both Anderson and Mitchell 
cited what they called ‘“reason- 
able grounds’ or ‘encouraging 
things in the economy”’ as justi- 
fication for the optimistic business 
predictions of the President and 
his top advisers. 

Mitchell said on the CBS televi- 
sion program, ‘‘Face the Nation’”’ 
that he was confident that unem- 
ployment would begin to decline 
next month and that the entire 
economy would begin an upswing 
in mid-summer. 

He said he would regard a fail- 
ure of unemployment to decline 
in March as the signal for further

MISSILE BASES 

But the counter-proposal would | 
have nothing to do with the U.S.- 
British missiles bases agreement 
to be announced tomorrow, offi- 
cials stressed. They wanted to 
make this clear, in view of an ex- 
pected Russian propagana blast 
contrasting Moscow’s support of 
the Polish plan with the sched- 
uled agreement to establish 1,500- 
mile IRBM bases in Britain. 

A feeling is growing among 
American policy-makers that it. 
may be useful to join in a dis- 
armament agreement with the So- 
viet Union even if it is not com- 
pletely effective but will contrib- 
ute to relaxation of international 
tension. 

This is on the premise that there 
may be an advantage to this coun- 
try and the western defense alli- 
ance in a two-fold demonstration 
along these lines: 

1. That the United States is not 
merely fending off the numerous 
but inadequate disarmament pro- 
posals that have been advanced 
by the communist countries. 

2. That acceptance of part of a 
disarmament proposal will prove 
the need for the ironclad inspec- 
tion systems that this country has 
advocated. 


STASSEN’S FINDINGS 


The development of this line 
of policy, not officially adopted 
by Secretary of State Dulles, is 
based on some of the findings of 
Harold E. Stassen, the President's 
former disarmament assistant. 

Although Stassen lost to Dulles 
in their differences over disarma- 
ment policy, officials here pointed 
to a major administration idea 
that grew out of the loser’s rec- 
ommendations. 


This is the proposal, incorporat- 
ed in Eisenhower’s letter to Soviet 
Premier Bulganin last week, for 
visits to this country by influential 
Soviet personalities. The Presi- 
dent emphasized that many Rus- 
sian leaders know nothing about 
the United States.

Harris said a 1952 law bans 
anyone involved in a FCC hear- 
ing from making further ‘“‘repre- 
sentations’” to the commission 
without telling all parties. 


But he said TV channel appli- 
cants got around the law by hav- 
ing their friends put pressure on 
the FCC instead of doing it them- 
selves. 


Harris issued his charge 
against some TV applicants as 
other subcommittee members de- 
manded that a code of ethics be 
set up for the FCC and other 
federal regulatory agencies. 


Harris’ House Investigating 
subcommittee summoned for 
questioning tomorrow Thurman 
A. Whiteside, a Coral Gables, 
Fla., lawyer and a key figure in 
the group’s investigation into the 
award of TV Channel 10 in Miami 
to a National Airlines subsidiary. 

The subcommittee has heard 
testimony that FCC Commission- 
er Richard C. Mack accepted 
$2,650 from Whiteside, who work- 
ed in behalf of the National Air- 
lines application for the channel. 
Mack and Whiteside have said 


the money was in the form of 
loans. 

An FCC exaxminer had recom- 
mended the Miami channel be 


awarded to Col. A. Frank Katen- 
tine. But the FCC finally.reversed 
the examiner’s recorimendation. 

Harris said both sides in the 
Miami case “‘thwarted’’ the 1952 
law on pressure by using a “‘gap”’ 
in it. 

“These fellows were getting 
their friends to go to the com- 
mission and put on the pressure,” 
he said. 

Moreover, he said he “im- 
agined”’ other TV applicants have 
used the same loophole.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23—Sen. 
Knowland of California said to- 
day that if he is not a candi- 
date for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination in 1960 he will 
support Vice President Nixon. 


The Senate Republican leader 
is a candidate for governor of 
California in this fall’s election. 
He has said repeatedly that he 
hoped if elected to serve out a 
full four-year term in that office, 
but would not deny the possi- 
bility that he might be a candi- 
date for the presidential nomina- 
tion at the Republic national con- 
venticn in 1960. 

Today he went one step further 
and said that in the event he 
should not be a candidate for 
president himself he would give 
his active support to his fellow- 
Californian, the vice president.

Nixon is generally considered 
the leading contender for the 
nomination and is expected to 
make an active campaign in 
the primaries and in the con- 
vention to get it. 

Nixon and his California Repub- 
licar associates are supporting 


Knowiand in his attempt to win 
the governorship from the Demo- 
cratic candidate, 
general Pat Brown. 

Nixon was one of those most 
instrumental in persuading the 
incumbent Republican governor, 
Goodwin J. Knight, to abandon 
his plans to seek reelection and 
run instead for Knowland’s seat 
in the Senate. This avoided an 
intra-party primary fight between 
the senator and the governor and 
cleared the way for: an easy 
Knowland win in the primary. 


IF ELECTED 


Today Knowland told inter- 
viewers, that if elected governor, 
“T expect to serve out a four- 
vear term—possibly two four-year 
terms. 

“‘Assuming that I do serve out 
the first four-year term,”’ he said, 
“IT think Nixon would be the 
nominee of the party for presi- 
dent.” 

On the ABC-radio program, Col- 
lege Press Conference,”’ the sena- 
tor said the same in slightly 
more positive fashion—that if he 
served out his term as governor 
he would support Nixon for the 
presidency. 

Knowland added that he was

That’s the considered opinion of 
a special committee of school ad- 
ministrators who have been study- 
ing the problem for two years. 
They presented their report today 
to the annual convention of the 
American Assn. of School Admin- 
istrators—and brought along facts 
and figures to support their 
findings. 

For instance, said the report, 
only one school district in eight 
is large enough to support as 
many as the “ideal” 40 teachers. 

The committee’s solution? Com- 
bine and unify many of the school 
districts to provide better schools 
with more teachers and facilities. 

“Let’s face it,”” said Harlan D. 
Beem of Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity, Carbondale, Ill., “If a high 
school isn’t large enough to offer 
a science course —if it doesn’t 
have the teachers and facilities 
—then there just isn’t going to be 
a science course in that school.” 

Of the 23,746 public high schools 
in this country today, the report 
said, 13,142 have less than 200 pu- 
pils, 7,117 have less than 100 pu- 
pils and 2,720 have less than 50 
pupils. 

A four-year high school with 200 
pupils will have from eight to 10 
teachers, the report said, and 
added: ‘‘Simple arithmetic and a 
little plain common sense quickly 
show that a school of this size 
can’t have a very wide range of 
course offerings. In a work sched- 
ule that privides for instruction 
in several different subject matter 
fields and four different grade

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levels, the time of eight or 10 
teachers is about all used up in 
meeting basic minimum require- 
ments.”

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Georgia H eartened 


By Legislative Job 


Perhaps the most heartening thing 
about the somewhat remarkable Gen- 
eral Assembly session which ended Fri- 
day is that members of both House and 
Senate managed to reclaim much lost 
legislative responsibility. This is a healthy 
development which all Georgians will 
approve. 

The somewhat disgusting spectacle of 
Legislature after Legislature coming to 
the Capitol merely to rubber stamp the 
administration’s proposals has been too 
obvious to ignore. But this Legislature 
made a start at reversing the trend. 

Overall, the Assembly session was 
more distinguished by what it did not do 
than by its accomplishments—although 
many good measures were passed. 

In the first place, the House of Rep- 
resentatives flatly rejected a politically 
inspired and intentioned proposal to give 
the Rural Roads Authority power to issue 
additional bonds which would have cost 
the taxpayers in the neighborhood of 80 
million dollars. Later the House’s wisdom 
was upheld by a Senate committee which 
said the authority was so badly adminis- 
tered it should be abolished outright. 

The Assembly also turned down an- 
other politically inspired administration 
proposal for reregistration and a poll tax 
a measure which would have been self- 
defeating and costly. 

Most Georgians, of course, will ap- 
prove such measures as those authorizing 
junior colleges, purchase of Stone Moun- 
tain, banning of quickie marriages and 
the setting up of a number of special in- 
vestigations which were highly produc- 
tive as well as good bills affecting traffic 
safety and mental health. 

The concern for taxpayers’ pocket- 
books as shown in defeat of the rural 
roads bill and rejection of the Savannah 
ports purchase is a new and welcome de- 
velopment. So was defeat of a measure 
to end compulsory school attendance 
which would have weakened our educa- 
tion efforts at a time when education is 
all-important. 

Passage of the measure proposed by 
Fulton’s Rep. Wilson Brooks to end use of 
private funds to aid in state law enforce- 
ment also deserves special mention in the 
field of constructive legislation. 

On the list of things‘on which the Leg- 
islature failed to take affirmative action 
but which must be dealt with sooner or 
later were bills to end the fee system; to 
strengthen traffic safety weapons even 
further and to improve further our meth- 
ods of handling the mental health 
problem. 

The Constitution congratulates the 
members of this General Assembly for a 
highly constructive job. Having noted the 
comparative weakness of the body dur- 
ing the past few years, it has been most 
eratifying—as noted by Lt. Gov. Van- 
diver—to see it take its place as “a free 
and equal branch” of state government.

Fulton Solons Passed 


Some Constructive Bills 


The Fulton County delegation in the 
General Assembly, despite a lot of bick- 
ering, finally came up with several im- 


portant pieces of legislation which will 
please their constituents. 

They agreed upon a late primary in 
city elections, with the date set by law. 
They succeeded in reaching agreement 
on a bill to restore the city’s power for 
granting special-use permits. They passed 
a neighborhood registration bill and set 
up a joint Fulton-Atlanta study of pen- 
sions to bring some uniformity and actu- 
arial soundness to the system. 


The bill of statewide application by 
Rep. Muggsy Smith to allow the state to 
assist with maintenance of state highways 
running through cities was the only meas- 
ure granting some relief to cities passed 
at the session. While this had to be amend- 
ed in such a way as to limit maintenance 
payments to average costs for rural main- 
tenance, it was an important concession. 


We give the Fulton delegation full 
credit for these constructive achievements. 


The attempt to legislate police pay 
was blocked, and rightfully so, by the 
DeKalb delegation acting in behalf of 
the 50,000 Atlanta citizens residing in 
DeKalb County. Legislative power in the 
matter is vested in the Atlanta Board of 
Aldermen, as veteran Rep. Hugh Mc- 
Whorter properly pointed out in a letter 
requesting to appear before it in an effort 
to work out an agreement to the best in- 
terest of all concerned, rather than in the 
General Assembly. 


Members of both the Fulton and DeKalb 
delegation rejected a proposal to set up an 
Atlanta police civil service system through 
legislation. 

The same principle applies in both in- 
stances. Atlanta citizens elect a city gov- 
ernment to run its administrative and fis- 
cal affairs. They should be allowed to 
do so. 


Any effort to go over the head of 
the elected government in response to 
pressure groups—any pressure group—is 
dead wrong in principle. This Fulton 
delegation and any future delegation 
should leave running the city to those 
elected to do the job.

As Threat to Fish 


Covington — As one who has 
fished most of the public ponds 
and rivers of Georgia in the past 
40 years and as a farmer who 
loves his land, I would like to 
mention a possible problem chal- 
lenging us at this moment. It is 
the use of Dieldrin in preventing 
and killing fire ants. 

The January, 1958, bulletin of 
the Sport Fishing Institute states, 
“Harrington and _ Bidlingmayer 
(ichthyologist and entomologist 
respectively of the Florida State 
Board of Health) state that Dield- 
rin pellets were air-disseminated 
at the rate of one pound per acre 
over some 2,000 acres by county 


authorities in May, 1955. Purpose 


was to kill sand-fly larvae. 


“Altogether 354,000 linear feet 
(about 67 miles) of ditches tra- 


proved deadly. . . . The over-all 
kill throughout the marshes ex- 
clusive of the Indian River shore- 
line . . . was 20 to 30 tons of 
fish or about 1,175,000 fish of at 
least 30 species.” 

Of course, no one wants the 
fire ant. Yet no one wants his 
fish destroyed.

The restric- 
tion is unusual in this normally 
liberal country and it is ex- 
pected that some ttravel authori- 
zations may be isssued tomor- 
row. Meanwhile the rumors were 
uncomfortable. 

The Tunisian mood, as the ap- 
plication of the good offices of 
the United States and Britain 
to the French-Tunisian crisis 
draws closer, appears to be grow- 
ing more rather than less aggres- 
sive. The eviction of French farm- 
ers and French consuls from 
western Tunisia, for their own 
security, according to the Tu- 
nisians, is regarded by the 
French as significant of the in- 
creasingly pro-Algerian attitude 
here. 

President Habib Bourguiba took 
the strongest stand he has yet 
taken on the subject in an inter- 
view with this correspondent last 
week. He said “We give the in- 
surgents what help we can short 
of going to war. Our position 
is like that of the United States 
in the early years of World War 
II. We are not one of the bellig- 
erents but we are not neutral 
either.

DAYTONA BEACH, Feb. 23— 
Daring Curtis Turner accelerated 
some 60,000 hearts, including one

Ulcer Victims Find Hope of Wider Diet 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


The dietary treatment of ulcer | 


is time honored. The usual bill of 
fare consists of bland foods, in 
cluding ample milk and cream. 
These menus leave much to be 
desired, and from time to time 
a brave physician has the cour- 
age to cast doubt upon the effi- 
cacy of the ulcer diet — and says 
$0. 

The cause of peptic ulcer is 
not dietary and successful treat- 
ment requires more than the 
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TODAY’S HEALTH HINT— 

Don’t let your car heater 
put you to sleep — perma- 
nently. 
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elimination of certain foods. The 
majority of ulcer patients are 
conscientious, hardworking, tense 
men and women. 

Studies have shown that their 
stomachs churn too hard and 
manufacture too much _ acid. 
This combination is conducive to 
ulcer and eventually a hole is 
worn in the wall of the stomach 
or duodenum. 

The lesion hurts, especially be- 
fore meals when the stomach is 
empty, and food relieves distress. 
So does an alkali, which neutra- 
lizes the acid. But the situation is 
not this simple; healing the ulcer 
and preventing recurrences are 
the important aspects. 


The nonconformist physician is 
satisfied with using our. modern 
antacids and _ anticholinergic 
agents, because they slow down 
the churning movements and re- 
duce the concentration of acid. 
Why the diet? This is a good 
argument. 

One of the most recent reports 
along this line was made by Dr. 
Louis A. Rosenblum on 145 pa- 
tients. They received antacids, 
such as aluminum hydroxide or 
magnesium oxide, along with an 
antispasmodic such as _ scopola- 
mine or methylnitrate, but no 
dietary’ restrictions were made. 
Vitamin C was administered in 
tablet form. Relief of symptoms 
end X-ray evidence of healing 
occurred in 97 per cent. 

In one respect, dietary man- 
agement is a hangover from the 
days when there was little to 
offer except Sippy powders or 
baking soda. 

On the other hand, foods that 


stimulated the stomach. were 
omitted. Meats, for example, re- 
quire more acid for digestion, 
rich and highly seasoned foods 
irritate the lining membranes, 
and alcohol stimulates the acid 
secreting cells. Bland foods rest 
the stomach because they are 
easier to handle and leave no 
residue. 

There is ample reason for ad- 
vising a diet but our present day 
remedies, including tranquilizers, 
may overcome most of the ad- 
verse effects of the recommen- 
dation, “Eat what you like, but 
be reasonable.”

You don’t feel hungry for 
breakfast? Eat very lightly at 
dinner tonight; make it a point 
to get up from the table before 
you feel quite satisfied. Have 
lean meat, two vegetables, a 
piece of fruit and a hot bever- 
age. Tomorrow morning you 
will want breakfast. Have an 
egg or two, or one egg and a 
slice of lean meat such as Ca- 
nadian style bacon. Have a 
whole orange, half grapefruit or 
a citrus fruit juice, a thin slice 
of high-protein bread toasted 
and lightly buttered, and a hot 
beverage, clear. 

Have a satisfying lunch, in- 
cluding two protein foods—lean 
meat or fish, or cheese or cot- 
tage cheese, plus skim milk in 
soup or as a beverage. Have a 
green leafy salad, using dark 
green leaves, and a half table- 
spoon of salad dressing — half 
oil and half vinegar with sea- 
soning. 


ENERGY PICKUP 


At 4 or 4:30, have an energy 
pickup—a glass of buttermilk 
or hot cocoa made with skim 
milk and a non-nutritive sweet- 
ener. 

Dinner: Have a_ generous 
serving of lean meat, fish or 
fowl, trimming off all fat; half 
a baked potato with half a pat 
of butter; a second vegetable 
such as asparagus, string beans 
or broccoli. Have some raw 
chewy vegetables, such as cel- 
ery, cucumber or radishes. Let 
dessert be fresh fruit, fruit cup,

A recent issue of the medical men’s magazine, “‘M.D.,” de- 
voted two pages to the Peter Alberson Collection of ‘‘quack ads’’—- 
and a lovely collection it is. There’s a picture of a lady who is 
roughly the shape of a gourd, smiling at the assurance: “You 
Can Wash Your Fat Away With Howard Obesity Ointment. Ex-- 
ternal remedy.” 


But the one I love is the rugged gentleman with the handlebar 
moustache with his manly chest encased in a “‘Medicated Under 
Vest—Price $10.” He looks happy and he should be. He is wear- 
ing what in 1886 was advertised as the “Only Safeguard Against 
Disease’’—a vest impregnated with a ‘‘medicated powder.” 


There were others, spurious devices accompanied by spurious 
claims, but somehow they don’t seem much more unbelievable 
to me than the vitamins I'm taking or the penicillin that magically 
did away with that chest cold. Some of you scientific minds

Marcia Winn 


Of Nursery Schools 


The most provocative words I’ve read in a long 
time were those spoken by Dr. William Martin, a Pur- 
due University child specialist, to a nursery school 


conference last fall. 
“Once adults thought of chil- 
dren as little adults,” Dr. Mar- 
tin said. “Now we've gone to 
the other extreme and think of 
them as nothing at all.” 
. That’s a frightening observa- 
tion, isn’t it? What he meant 
is the child today is considered 
something like a mass of plas- 
ticine—an object to be molded 
by environment and experience. 
From nursery school on, Dr. 
Martin charged, today’s child 
is thought of as fragile and vul- 
nerable to every stress, is 
swaddled in lamb’s wool to 
avoid stress, and is so exposed 
to adjustment to the group that 
the individual is in danger of 
being lost. 


PARENTS ASK 

Parents, Dr. Martin says, 
well might ask themselves: 
“Does a child become a little 
less of what he could be as he 


becomes a little more like 
everybody else?”’ 
Nursery schools once were 


designed to care for the chil- 
dren of working mothers. The 
nursery school movement has 
made such headway in the last 
20 years, however, that many a 
parent feels his child is under- 
privileged if he can’t go to 
nursery school. 

He usually is eligible as soon 
as he is out of diapers, and 
from the day he enters em- 


—that is, Jimmy must get along 
with Susie and Susie with John. 

Dr. Martin feels that this 
over-emphasis on adjustment is 
a major threat for the future. 
Nursery school programs have 
become so standard and routine 
that you can look at your 
watch, he says, and “know ex- 
actly what is going on at that 


time in nursery _ schools 
throughout the country.” 
HAPPY! HAPPY! 


Moreover, Dr. Martin charges 
the nursery schools are all 
happy-happy-happy. Any pro- 
gram that involves stress or 
frustration is forbidden. How, 
he asks, are children to develop 
self-discipline and self-control? 
How are they to be prepared 
for the responsible roles they 
presumably will have to play 
in tomorrow’s world? 

“Everywhere,” he concluded 
dourly, “‘there is evidence that 
we ask too little of children 
and give them too much.” 

Personally, I always have felt 
a small child was 10 times bet- 
ter off at home. Doesn't get 
half as many colds, either.

State Ready To Start 
$100,000 Tech Plan 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 
The fate of the broadest, most constructive pro- 
gram ever offered for Georgia’s economic develop- 
ment is to be decided at a meeting in Gov. Griffin’s 
office this week. 
It involves the spending of $100,000 on research needed to 
spur the state’s industrial growth. 


The nod to invest all of it in Georgia Tech’s Industrial De- 
velopment Branch program should be little more sai | 
than a formality. 


For one thing, the IDB program was sub- 
mitted at the governor’s request. 

Also, the final decision rests in the hands 
of Griffin and State Department of Commerce 
Secretary Scott Candler, who also has played a 
leading role by urging that as much additional 
money as possible be put into industrial re- 
search at Georgia Tech. 

Griffin and Candler will first meet with a leg- 
islative advisory committee made up of mem- 
bers of the joint House-Senate committee on 
ways and means to promote the location of 

industries in Georgia. 

Its members are Rep. Howard T. Overby, Gainesville, chair- 
man; Sen. Julian H. Cox, Athens, vice chairman; Rep. Hoyle R. 
Yandle, Lyons, secretary; Sen. Glenn W. Ellard, Cornelia; Sen. 
John W. Langdale, Valdosta, and Rep. Frank S. Twitty, Camilla. 


After months of study, involving visits to several Northern 
cities, these legislators put through a resolution authored by Over- 
by directing the governor to provide $100,000 in research funds.

It was approved by the House last Wednesday and the Senate 
on Friday. 

The total lack of opposition at a time when there is much talk 
about state government spending economy amply demonstrated the 
entire General Assembly’s awareness of the critical need for start- 
ing a carefully planned program to boost Georgia’s economy from 
the grass roots up. 


True, the amount provided is less than one-tenth of what it 
will take to launch the full-scale research program proposed by 
Georgia Tech at Griffin’s behest. 

But it will provide a significant start. 


Many may share the credit for this—the business leaders who 
urged that the Industrial Development Branch be organized in 
1956; the governor, who acted promptly by providing the neces- 
sary funds ($50,000 at the start, another $35,000 promised for this 
fiscal year); the General Assembly and its Joint Committee on 
Industry; the State Commerce Department and the State Cham- 
ber of Commerce; industrial development experts employed by 
private utilities, railroads and others. 

Also, the Industrial Development Branch’s own staff, which 
like many of the others, has burned plenty of midnight oil in 
what could only be dedication to the task of helping to build and 
strengthen Georgia’s economy. 

The only profit that the Tech research scientists can get out 
of it will be, not in dollars and cents, but in satisfaction that 
comes when they do a job well.
